| “New York state, because of its 
‘leadership in the nation,” said Govy- 
-ernor Smith, “should be the first to

iment which will probably become 


‘ country-wide.” 


The governor's message, in asking 
for the special commission for New 
York state and an appropriation of 
|$50,000 for it to use in its work, 
called attention to crime conditions in 
all parts of the United States. 

“Figures showing deaths from crimes 
of violence throughout the: United 
States,’ the executive said, ‘“‘when 
used in comparison, are appalling, and 
in three years, beginning in 1922 and 


inerease. In 1922, 9.500 persons; in 
1928,10,000, and in 1924, 11,000 met 
death by violence. When compared 
with the deaths from crimes of vio- 
lence in England and Wales, we find 
that in 1921 there was a total of 149 
homicides; during that same year 
(237 homicides were committed in a 
single city of the United States.
